Uprising 
On Turkish 
Border 


Istanbul, Oct. 12. 

A scrlous uprising has taken 
Diace in the Dfezirch area on 
the Turkish-Syrian border near 
the railway linking Turkey with 
Iraq, reports reaching here 
from Aleppo sald today. 

The revolt was snid to have 
been fomented by a Kurdish 
chieftain with the alm of. pro. 
claiming Kurdish Independence, 
He was reported to have said 
that the movement’ was directed 
against Turkey, not Syria, and 
that the Turkish Government 
was despatching forces to tho 
arca.
